Send for a physician, and be will 
probably tell you that it is "ouly a 
oold" when nostrils and throat are 
tingling with pain, your head feels 
as if it were swelled to the size of a 
water pail, your lungs refuse to per- 
form their office, or yonr body a- d 
limbs ache in every part from ohiils 
And ha will mfor a you farther that 
you can attand to it as well as he, 
when in fact, you know nothing 
about treating it, cannot tell how, 
when or where yon caught it, and 
are lia ble to have it renewed by daily 
exposure because of ignorance of the 
cause. 
The physician is ready to 


grapple with serious and dangerous 
disease, but the lesser complaints 
whioll take the comfort oat of life, 
but which, it would seem, ought to 
attract study and interest because 
they are easy to cure, are unaccount- 
ably neglected. 
And for these rea- 


sons—because the physician does 
not care to "doctor' a cold, and the 
patient does not know how, the latter 
needs to be informed of the methods 
of prevention, which, according to 
the old proverb, are worth sixteen 
times a3 much as the most effectual 
cur a. 


The popular place for catching 


cold is in the "homes of the people " 
There is a good daal of knowledge in 
regard to household sanita'ion, the 
evils of sewer gas, for instance, are 
guarded against with a good doal of 
care and intelligence; but in regard 
to preventing colds there is 1 ttle 
precaution. A house may be made 
"snug as a bug in a rug," but the 
unhealthy drought will be there all 
the same, for a fire is necessary in 
oold weather, and thfe is always a 
draught of oold air towards the fire

case it is thrown off when it becomes 
uncomfortable, in the other a cold 
will follow a feeling of chilliness es- 
pecially in the lower limbs

th« head, but this M dangerous also 
when the hair is thin or thero is the 
smallest bald spot 
People over 


fifty years old should not bo ashntned 
to put on nightcaps, rinieulous as 
they would look if worn in social} 
The bed coverings should ba of 
flannel, and not uncomfortably warm 
As for the temperature of the room, 
it needd to be kept at least five de 
grees lower than that of tlia sitting- 
room. Similar precautions noed to 
be observed about the wearing of 
daily olothicg upon the body

dential elcctois be named, and the 
Supreme Judge and Congressman nomi- 
nated. This will obviate the necessity 
of holding two Conventions, although 
it will make the canvass rathei long for 
the two nominees.

people who conie to our shores, but 
on commodities which we export and 
all our people who travel abroad, 
thus adrliug an immense durn to the 
amount of the value of merchandise 
which we export before the balance 
of trade cnn be said to be in oui 
favor 
In other things we are mak- 


ing rapid progress towor 1 a condition 
favorable for an eventual radical 
change in our monetary relations 
to other countries. 
The inorease- 


ment in the wealth of this country is 
something little shoit of marvelous 
It is not many years since nearly 
one-half of our founded national 
deot was held in Europe, besides an 
immense amount of Stoto, municipal 
and railroad securities; now most of 
our Government bonds and many of 
tho others have been returned to ue 
and paid for; all good new securities 
can bo negotiated in this country 
without going to Europe to find the 
capital ready to invest in them. 
This indicates that we have grown 
out of our swnddhug clothes, in a 
monetary point of view, and are rap- 
idly attaining an independent posi- 
tion where we will no longer be bor- 
rowers, but lenders of capital. 
We 


have reached a point where capital 
is as abundant in this countiy as it 
is in Europe and it requires new 
channels for employment 
A vast 


amount of European capital is in- 
veated in the ocean oairying trade, 
which not only gives employment to 
men and money, but promotes tbe 
commerce of those countries 
There 


is no goo 1 reason why this country 
should not participate in the benefits 
of that industry aud Congress coold 
not be better employed than ni seek 
ing the reason why we ore ralpd out 
of competition with them and lemov 
lupr the cause of it

iron, tnp copper, tho timbpr and the 
mechanical skill required to con- 
struct ships and to run tlum 
but

institute suit to test the legality of 
the taxes assessed to E. W. Crutoher, 
for which payment is refused on the 
ground that the property belongs in 
Humboldt. From Cratoher's sworn 
statement, to the Assessor, which is 
now on file, it is difficult to see bow 
ho is to escape payment. This state- 
ment shows that Crutoher baa ad- 
vanced $1,000 on lands in Boop, 
(now Washoe) county, and owns 
1,000 head of cattle in the oounty. 
It is also claimed that the lands he 
has purchased from the State, direct- 
ly or through other parties, extends 
for ten or fifteen miles along High- 
rock out, in this county, and the 
stock in question range, Summer and 
Winter, on these lands. If these 
facts can be established there can be 
no question 
ns 
to 
the 
county 


in which the property should be 
taxed. One great difficulty, bow 
ever, may bo met with in determin- 
ing this suit, and that is the line 
dividing the counties. The line, as 
it now exists, is an imaginary one, 
established by statue and is exceed 
ingly vague. It is described as fol- 
lowing a range of mountains in cer- 
tain instances where no mountains 
exists. The lawmakers seem to hare 
bad hue one idea in view in estab- 
lishing this line, and that was to de- 
scribe the initial point with sufficient 
certainty to enable the counties to 
tell the number of miles of the Cen- 
tral Pacific Kailroad each owned. It 
is possible that before this snit can 
be definitely settled an accurate sur 
vey of the line will have to be made. 
This will have to be done sooner or 
later, and miy as well be done now 
as at any otber time.

Further, 
it is required that the f.rst ten 'shots 
shall be fired over the 200yard range. 
No sighting at the 200 range allowed, 
bat two sighting shots may be taken 
at the 500 target. The first shoot- 
ing for these medals will take place 
on the last Sunday of this month.

The Treasurer of Washoe county has 


made his final settlement with the State 
Treasurer for the year 1883, and holds 
State Treasurer Tufly's receipt for $39,- 
434 70, for taxes paid into the State

WAMHOE CITY MIKES. 


Bevolopiueuta In the Harrl* ana 


Oth«ra—General Account of the 
Prospects. 


There is no doubt that in the coun- 


try west of Mount Davidson and be- 
tween that point and almost to 
Waahoe Oity, there is a vast mineral 
region that in the coarse of time will 
develop into a splendid system of 
mines. A recent tour over the hills 
enables the writer to state that so far 
forth as his personal experience and 
observation extend, there can bo no 
better surface intimation's of vast 
mineral wealth thau uro visible in 
the region ailaded to. Our belief is 
that not only is the matrix of the 
precious metals perfectly vast, but 
that in variety of product it will be 
almost unparalleled. As a primary 
idea, we are impressed thit were the 
Sutro Tunnel extended westwardly 
from its present terminus some 3 or 
4 miles, it would penetrate a very 
wonderful country. In fact we are 
converted to the idea that Mount 
Davidson itnelf is but a monstrous 
upheaval in the midst of an immense 
mineral formation which is just as 
extensive and valuable west of that 
prominent peak as eastwardly. Were 
the tunnel projected toward the 
Sierras, it would be found to bo 300 
to 400 feet below the level of Washce 
Valley. The drainage thus obtained 
would be quite ample. To recar to 
the surface appearance of the region 
alluded to, it will appear to the care- 
ful observer that the entire surface 
and rook formations indicate exten- 
sive md varied deposits. The color 
of the soil itself as well as the quartz 
formations which are almost every- 
where 
encountered 
indicate 
the 


rather one vast ledge or formation of 
mineral bearing rock, with more or 
less porphyritic seams, than any 
mere series of quartz veins. To be 
sure, it is now supposed that the 
country is seamed with numerous 
and rather moderate ledges; but a 
more narrow examination indicates 
that a vast matrix of quartz, bearing 
lead, graphite, untimouy, iron, gold, 
silver and many other metals, lays 
deep in the earth and finds only ir- 
regular and imperfect development 
at the surfaoe. The depth at which 
the Sutro Tunnel would out thia 
deposit wou*-i speedily prove its real 
nature and value. Our recent ex- 
ploration if that tract of country was 
inducted by the operations which 
have been carried on for the last 
year or two at the co-called Harris 
mine, about three miles east of 
Washoe City. 
We found an exten- 


sive system of shafts, tunnels, in- 
clines and winzes, having their point 
of initiation at the brow of a minor 
eminence, where it is supposed by 
very many that an east and west 
"gold ledge" cuts through a north 
and south "silver ledge," The sur- 
face indications as well as the under- 
ground indications give plausibility 
to this theory, but our view is that 
the Harris mine is only at a more 
than usually promiaiag point in the 
midst of a vast quartz formation 
which is'not even limited by Mount 
Davidson some four miles to the 
eastward. The system upon which 
this mine is located seems to extend 
northwardly and increase in positive 
outline and concentration, to a point 
about east of the old Temelec mill at 
the lower end of Pleasant Valley. 
Southwardly the system of mines 
and quartz to which we refer would 
seem to be lost under the level sur- 
face of Washoe Valley. This latter 
fact however, seems to be of little 
consequence. The 
North 
Carson 


mine might be deemed to be tbe con- 
tinuation^ of that same formation. 
Northwardly the same mineral color- 
ations are visible in the low mount- 
ain at no great distance from the 
Temeleo mill and again, in the same 
line of vision, almost directly north 
of Reno. A system so extensive as 
this merits attention. We find that 
in the hills east of Washoe there are 
numerous prospectors and many lo- 
cations of mines. The ground is 
exceedingly favorable for operations. 
Water can be readily obtained from 
tbe 
Virginia 
Water 
Company's 


flumes and pipes, wbile the railroad 
can supply Washoa City with all 
needed 
supplies 
for 
the mines. 


Washoe City and Virginia City peo- 
ple are greatly interested in tbe new 
investigation of the old Argentine 
District. In fact, tbe present opera- 
tions are but a renewal of explora- 
tions which took place in those lo- 
calities years ago, and which failed 
only through the demand for quartz 
fully as rich as that which was re- 
alized from the "Comstook." A ja- 
dicioas and generous expenditure of 
capital would doubtless bring to light 
an ic finitely more vast deposit of rea- 
sonably rich ore tb.au is now suppos- 
ed to be in the upper levels of the 
Comstook. Locations and sales of 
mining ground, are constantly going 


on. The outlook is a most promis- 
ing one, and we are glad, to observe 
that those who are now trying to de- 
velop that oonntry are very econom- 
ical, judicious and successful. W* 
hope very BOOB to bear of very im- 
portant and rich developments.— 
Carson Index.
